Priamus was bleſt with the 
Kingdome of the famous City of 
Troy,a good ite and fiity Chil- 
dren , and had what joys might 
be delir:d , yet hee ſaw his Wie 
and chi:dren ſlajnghis City ſackt, 
and himfelte was killed at Fours 
Altar:how happy had b<e been if 
hee bad dyed betore thoſe day:s 3 
for in licu of worldly troubles, he 
had reaped cternal gloiy | Good 
men {ſhould imitate the Swanne, 
Aps''7 5 bird, which in the world 
| ever 
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ever mourneth , but when it is 
ready to dye (as knowing the 
g00dnelle of death) it tingeth.A3 
in {leepe our body is free tron; 
labour : fo our Soule by death 13 
d-Jivered trom all dolours. TI js 
therefore good to dye, butmany 
doletull dayes doe wee endure 
before wee tinde that happy hour 


wherein we ſhall enjoy all perpe- | 


petual pleaſures. Wile men ſhould 
not feare death : for nothing is 
better then death : no lite can bee 
long , andit is often by caſualty 
abridged. What more _ 
thing can there be than death? It 
doth wholly disburthen us of all 
care, all griefe, all ſolicitude, al] 
ſorrow , and freeth us from all 
vexation whatſoever. The dead 
reſt in a ſure Haven ,, andweelj- 
ving, faile ina raging Sea. The 
good dyeth not; but liveth , and 
5 the 
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the evil living dyeth ; and, as the 
Heathen Philoſophers ſaid ; All 
thoſe that live purely and juſtly, 
and not contaminate theniſelves 
with {mne,are either made Gods, 
or goe eaſily to the Gods. The 
dead have reſt in heaven, and we 
with the living have paine and 
vrouble 1n the world. [ris th-re- 
tore a joy to dye, to be delivered 
from the thraldome of this for- 
rowtul lite, for they have all the 
pleaſures may be invented , that 
are out of this woful world. Be- 
ing here we muſt dye, and being 

gn heaven, we live eternally;there 
_ tsnopaine but pleaſure, no ſor- 
row but ſolace, no ſighing bur 
finging, no feare of death , but 
{ure of everfaſting life , ever en- 
yoying flich ineſtimable jJoyes, as 
no eye hath ſeene, nor ear heard, 
or heart comprekended, In $7 

te 
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lite wee know not what glory 
meaneth, & after Death we ſhall 
not know what paines are. God 
Kknowes thoſe that ſerve Him, 
thofe that ofend Him,thote that 
love Him , thoſe that hatz Him, 
thoſe that praiſe Him, thoſe that 
blaſpheme Him, thoſe that thank 
Him, thoſe that are unthankfu)l: 
and is better pleaſed with obedi- 
ence than Sacrifice. There is no- 
thing ſo good as the end of this 
life, for Death is the true refuge, 
the perfect health,the ſure haven, 
the fall vitory, and finall finiſh- 
ing of all terreſtriall troubles. It 
is a thing inheritable, an eternall 
ſkep, a diflolation of the body, 
a terror — rich,a defire of the 

oore, a Ptgrimage uncertamne, 
a Thiefe of men,a ſhadow of life, 
a Sepulchre of the living, a com> 
panion of rhe dead, a diffolntion 


ot 
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of all, the relt of travels, the end 
of idle deures and vaine delights, 
the ſcourge of evill , the reward 
ot the good , the 5nal end of all 
fleſh;ot all thoſe intinite numbers 
that are dead , none ever retur- 
ned to complaine ot Death, 
and of thoſe tew that live , molt 
complaine of lite. There is no 
King, Prince, Poore, Sicke, or 
Whole, nor any Vocation con- 
tented , but the dead in their 
Graves are in peace and reft, 
and though wee have ſorrow 
and vexation in Life, yet we ſhal 
have Joy and Conſolation after 
Death. 

O happy are they that die wel! 
for its lefle evill to ſuffer a ſpee- 
dy death , thenendure a diſcon- 
tented life : for by death wee are 
freed from mandane travels, and 
enjoy heavenly pleaſures. There

love, nor any thing in death wee 
need to feare. As all thingsbefore 
the firlt day were eternall, with- 
out day or year, {0 all things ſhal 
be eternal] atterthe judgment : as 
wehad nothing before ourbirth, 
ſo we ha]! -offeſſe nothing atter 


our Death. What blindneſle is it - 


then to loveany thing in this lite, 
ſeeing we can carry nothing with 
us at our death?Callimachys living 
inall delights, and reading Pla- 
to's Book againſt death, caſt him- 
ſelfe into the Sea. Cirenio read 
{uch Lefſons to deſpiſe death, that 
many of his hearers (being Hea- 
thens) killed themſelves.. Droge= 
xes deiired to dye, but carcd not: 
for buriall. Lampſacus dying.was 
demanded where hee would bee 
buried, he ariſwered, where they 
would:for the way to heaven was 


every 
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every Where, Thezaminus ayed 
with a worthy minde ; for,being 
commanded to Death by the 
thirty Tyrant, he took the poy- 
ſoned Cup and tairitingly drunk 
it off;and then Taughing at them 
for {o pleaſuring him, {ai, thzy 
made him happy by putting him 
to death $; With the like min 1: 
died the worthy Gracchus. So 
dyed the famous Spartane, and 

reatly rejoyced he ſhould be dit- 
Glved from the bondag: of the 
World. When it was told Lyci- 
4s his {on was {laine at the wars, 
he rejoycing, ſaid, To that par- 
poſe I'begot him. The like aniwer 
made the Roman Matron , when 
ſhee heard her ſonnes were ſlaine, 
ſhe not forrowing,ſaid,l am glad 
| bore them to dye ſo worthily 
for their Countrey. 

Greſphontus ranne w his dearh 
ra 
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to deliver his Country : Curtius 

leapt into the gulfe to preſerve 

Rome 3 Scev9la loſt his hand to 
ſave the Citie : Menechas killed 
himſelte to free his native ſoile : 

ſo did Harmitus , Codrus , Ari- 
ſtogiton, —_ , and divers 
athers. The Temple at Delphos, 
where the Oracle of Apollo was, 
for want of reparations fel down 
co theground, then Triphon and 
Agamedo , two noble perſons, 
of Greece, wile and rich , as well 
with the labour of their perſons, 
as great expence of their goods, 
bailt the Temple againe. When 
itwas fully finiſhed, 4polb ſaid 
to them , hee wel remembred 
their good ſervice, and willed 
them to demand any thing in re 
_ wardthereof, and itſhonld bee 
granted : They faid, mfſerable 
man hath not power to — 

th 
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the evill, or chaſe the good, and 
therefore they delired him to 
give them the beſt thing might 
be given to man : and molt proti- 
table for man : Apollo ſaid they 
ſhould have their demands, then 
they at the Gates of the Temple 
tell downe dead, fo the reward 
of their travels was to take then 
out of the miſery of this life. 
Saint EDvaRD, King of 
England , much reverenced Saint 
Fohn, & one day comming from 
Weſtminſter trom ſervice, a poore 
man came to him, and dejired 
-him for Saint obns ſake to give 
him ſomething:the King gave to 
him his Ring off his finger:with- 
in few dayes after,two pilgrimes 
comming from Feruſalem, with- 
in two miles of it , meta poore 
man who asked them what coun- 
trymen they were;they ſaid Eng - 
liſhmen: 


to feare Death. - 
iihmen: hee then ſaid to thei 
when you come home;] Pray you 
t' cl Kine EDWARD, "that Saine 
by. doth thanke him for the 
King he gave for his fake : and 
cave the! na Ring, and deiired 
them to dejiver it into che King, 
and tell him chac Sainc Joby ſent 
jt him , and the richett gift that 
conld be give 'n to man , that 1 is, 
the twelfth day after the receipt 
ther-of, hes ſhould be in heaven: 
the Pilgrims received the Ring, 
an] departed ; by & by they were 
ſo h-avic, they were enforced to 
I; ly or wn and (l:ep, when as they 
awakod, chey found themſelues 
in another Country,and deman= 
ding ofa Sh-ph-ard where they 
were,to:nd chey were in Kent in 
Englan:! , then they went to the 
King. being Chriitmas Even, 


and delivered the King the Ring 
and 
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and the m?Yage, which the King 
reczived, fell ticke on Saint Fobns 
day, and dyed on twelfth day. 
The Greebes had a cutome, that 
when they offered any Sacrifice, 
the Prieſts and Oficers of the 
Temple were carried ; for if their 
feete touched the ground, they 
might not offer S2crifice. It chan- 
cedthat a holy Nun of the God- 
alle 740, going in her Chariot 
to the Temple, the beaſts that 
drew it ayed, when {hee was ten 
miles from the Temple , whica 
her two Sons, Cleohis and Bits, 
(ceing, and knowing that their 
Mother muſt not go on foot,and 
that there wer? no other beaits 
to b{ gotten , yoked themfelves, 
and drew the Chariot with their 
Mother to the Tenmle:every on? 
praiſed them greatly for it, and 
ſaid, they dzferved to bz _ 
Pencz 
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peneed with great rewards. After 
the Feaſt ended, their Mother de- 
firing to requite their kindnefle, 
with teares beſought the God- 
d2s 7uno, to give her children the 
beit gitts the Gods could give to 
cheir friends;which the Goddeſfle 
promiſed ſhee would doe before 
the nzxtmorning * They going 
to {leep at night, were the next 
morning both found dead : then 
ticie mother bitterly wept , and 
complained of the Goddeſte; 
the Goddeſle faid , flee had no 
cauſe to complaine, for ſhee had 

ven her that ſhee did demand ; 
an1l have at thy inſtance given 
thy Children (quoth ſhee) that 
wiich wee hold moſt deare, 
which is Death. For the greateſt 
revenge we take of our enemies, 
3s to l-t them live long, and the 
beit thing wee can give to our 
friends, 
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friends, is to make them dye 
quickly. Forall of us together 
targht King Midas, Optimum eft 
homini, aut non omnino na{ci, aut 
quam premam mori : itis the belt 
thing for man,cither never tobe 
borne,or dye very ſoone. We are 
here ſtrangers, & incloſed as pri- 
ſoners in a Caſtle, but by death 
we {hall be freely delivered from 
thraldome, and goe to our own 
Counntrey. Seeing then death is 
the beit thing that can bee given 
to man:let us have a care to crave 
it,and live godly and vertaou'ly, 
that we may 'oytuily have it, to 
free us from this place of impri- 
ſonment, and teat us In or ever- 
laſting and heavenly Habi- 
t:tion ; whith2r good 
Lord bring us all, 
Amen. 
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
